WHEREAS, said project will create unknown 
additional permanent jobs for a total additional annual 
payroll of unknown, with the average new annual job salary 
being unknown; and 

WHEREAS, the total estimated project cost is 
$240,000.00; and 

WHEREAS, recommendations have been received from 
the Committee on Finance and the Department of Economic 
Development concerning said Resolution; 

WHEREAS, notice of the adoption and substance of 
said Resolution has been published in accordance with I.C. 
6-1.1-12.1-2.5 and I. C. 5-3-1 and a public hearing has 
been conducted on said Resolution; 

WHEREAS, if said Resolution involves an area that 
has already been designated an allocation area under I.C. 


36-7-14-39, The Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission has 


adopted a Resolution approving the designation. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That, the Resolution previously 
designating the above described property an "Economic 
Revitalization Area" is confirmed in all respects. 

SECTION 2. That, the hereinabove described 
property is hereby declared an "Economic Revitalization 
Area" pursuant to I.C. 6.1.1-12.1, said designation to begin 
on the effective date of this Resolution and continue for a 
one (1) year period. Said designation shall terminate at 
the end of that one (1) year period. 

SECTION 3. That, said designation of the 
hereinabove described property as an "Economic 
Revitalization Area" shall apply to both a deduction of the 
assessed value of real estate and personal property for new 
manufacturing equipment. 

SECTION 4. That the estimate of the number of 
individuals that will be employed or whose employment will 
be retained and the estimate of the annual salaries of those 
individuals and the estimate of the value of the 
redevelopment or rehabilitation, all contained in 
Petitioner's Statement of Benefits, are reasonable and are 
benefits that can be reasonably expected to result from the 
proposed described redevelopment. 

SECTION 5. The current year approximate tax rates 
for taxing units within the City would be: 

(a) If the proposed development does not occur, 
the approximate current year tax rates for 
this site would be $11.4948/$100. 

(b) If the proposed development does occur and no 
deduction is granted, the approximate current 
year tax rate for the site would be 
$11.4948/$100 (the change would be 


negligible). 
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(c) If the proposed development occurs, and a 
deduction percentage of fifty percent (50%) 
is assumed, the approximate current year tax 
rate for the site would be $11.4948/$100 (the 
change would be negligible). 

SECTION 6. Pursuant to I.C. 6-1.1-12.1, it is 
hereby determined that the deduction from the assessed value 
of the real property shall be for a period of ten (10) 
years. 

SECTION 7. The benefits described in the 
Petitioner's Statement of Benefits can be reasonably 
expected to result from the project and are sufficient to 
justify the applicable deduction. 

SECTION 8. That this Resolution shall be in full

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA REGULATING 
TRANSIENT MERCHANTS. 


WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne is in need of regulating 
transient merchants within the city limits. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT: 


SECTION 1. The following new Article is hereby added to 
Chapter Seven of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana entitled "Business Regulations Generally": 


ARTICLE III. TRANSIENT MERCHANTS. 
Division I. In General. 
Sec. 7-42. Definitions. 


"Exhibition" means any public show or trade show organized to 
demonstrate and/or sell goods, wares or merchandise, which is 
open to the public. 


"Festival" means an event held for more than one (1) day with 
a special title and conducted in one (1) location or more, 
Promoted to attract patrons from the City of Fort Wayne and 
Surrounding communities, including but not limited to: Three 
Rivers Festival, Forte Festival, Black Expo Days, Germanfest, 
Greekfest, Muddy River Run, Johnny Appleseed Festival, Jazz 
Fest, and Run Jane Run. 


"Flea Market" means a market indoors, or out of doors, in 
operation one hundred twenty (120) calendar days or less, 
where new or used items are sol rom individua ocations, 
with each location being operated independently from the 
other locations. Items sold include but are not limited to 
household items, antiques, rare items, decorations, used 
books and used magazines. 





"Person" means any individual, firm, corporation or 
partnership. 


"Transient merchant," when used in this Article, shall 
include all persons, both as principals and agents, who 
engage in, do or transact, any temporary or transient 
business in this city, for a period of one hundred twenty 
(120) calendar days or less, either in one locality or in 


traveling from place to place in this city, offering for sale 
or selling goods, wares or merchandise, and including those 
who, for the purpose of carrying on such business, hire, 
lease or occupy any permanent or mobile building, structure, 
real estate, or any other place, for the exhibition of means 
by samples, catalogues, photographs, and price lists or sale 
of such goods, wares or merchandise, but does not include: 


1). A resident of the City in which the sale takes 
place who conducts a sale of tangible personal 
Property for no more than six (6) calendar days; 

aF An organization that is exempt from the Indiana 
Gross Retail Tax under I.C. 6-2.5-5-26 and/or is a 
not-for-profit organization, and presents upon 
demand, written proof of such exemption and/or 
status as a not-for-profit organization;
